Thl^^wi can contains diftondnt types of IdentiTication active Flag-Jags with adaptors to ttie 
specific stored item and In acWition an integrated marking flag (such as electronio lad, audible device 
or real flag) that can be released, when the specifie item (or group of items) need to be found. Such 
system can provkie ftist Identtficatton of the required item in large parking tots or storage araaa (yard 
of containers, storad packages, cars in parking tots etc.). ^ 
The active tocatlon Flag-Tag can be mounted on the items in difreient ways. In the case of a carit 
can be mounted on the car's window when the electronic tag is on the inner skSe of the car and the 
marking flag is on the outer skki of the car. ^ ^ 

Once the location of the specific item is found the marking flag part of ttie Flag-Tag can be manually 
pressed back to its original position so that it can be re-used.

2. 1 Flag-Tag: Protects and identifies the specific stored item. 

2.2 DataReader: Installed around the paridng lots or storage areas or on moving vehicle. 

2.3 Center Base station: receives/sends data and commands froin the control center, wlrelessly 
to any specific or group of stored items. 

2A Microreader and Hand Held Termmal: optional, sets the Flag-Tag from short range in the 

parking / storage environment-
